The League of Nations which the United eaten, 
is about to join is the old entente, with Russia 
withdrawn and Italy added. Its controlling body, 
the council, will be composed of Great Britain 
and France, which have an alliance; Japan, which | 
has an alliance with Great Britain; Italy, which 
withdrew from the central alliance to make war 
on Austria, and the United States, which never 
has been committed to alliances. | 

These five powers may nominate the other four 
members of the council from time to time, The 
appointing power controls. The appointing power 
is in the hands of the British-French and the Brit- 
ishJapanese alliance.

At- 
lantic Europe is afraid of central and eastern 
Europe—probably more afraid of it now than it 
was ten years ago. |

ULCERATED TOOTH. 

Miss H. R. writes: “I had an ulcer- 
ated tooth, which caused an abscess. 
This abscess formed into a hard lump. 
I went to the doctor, and he pulled the 


tooth out while the abscess was there, : 


but that did not do any good. The 
lump remained, and { went back to the 
doctor. - He told me to put hot poulitices 
of antiphlogistine on and keep them on 
for twenty-four hours. I did so, and the 
abscess burst, discharging the pus. It 
burst on the outside of my face. The 
abscess is well, but there is a small, 
hard lump on my face. Will you let me 
know how to get rid of the lump? I am 
15 years old.” 
REPLY. 

Massage it twice a day. Begin with gentle 
massage and slowly increase the force used. 
Grease your finger tips before mamage. If 
this does not cause the lump to grow less in 
size within a month, see your dentist and 
have an X-ray picture made if he thinks one 
necessary. 

BABY ILLS. 

J. L. R. writes: ‘“‘ What should be done 
to regulate a baby’s bowels? They move 
only once in twenty-four hours and: then 
only when castoria or a suppository is 
used. She has not wanted to take water 
until lately. She takes from four to 
eight ounces daily.

Gen. Stuart, commander of the Twen- 
ty-first Wisconsin in the ciyil war, 
senior major of the Second Illinois in 
‘the Spanish war in Cuba and Porto/ 
Rico and retired with the, rank of: 
general, declared to a repor that it 
is Chicago’s patriotic duty to provide 
a bureau where military funerals can 
be arranged. 

“This thing of having heart sick 
fathers, mothers and sisters go from 
the city hall to the chief of police, to 
the Red Cross or Council of.Defense, 
to this place or the other in search of 
something that Chicago has neglected 
to provide must be stopped,” the 
veteran army man said. “My regi- 
ment has been represented at thirty 
military funerals, but how many 
grieving women never found this of- 
fice I have no !dea.”

Washington, D. C., April 7.—[Spe- 
cial.]}—Conditions proposed by the war 
department for the settlement of war 
contracts are set forth in a memoran- 
dum sent by Benedict Crowell, assist- 
ant secretary of war and director of 
munitions, to Secretary of the Treas- 


ury Glass. 


Mr. Crowell states that contractors 
may obtain their money promptly pro- 
vided they are willing to settle on the 
terms described in the memorandum. 
Contractors may obtain the money due 
them in partial payments iff they fol- 
low the course laid down by the de- 


partment. 
Conditions That Are Offered. 


The conditions are stated by Mr. 


- Crowell as follows: 


“If the contractor has agreed to ter- 


minate production to the extent re- 
quested by the war department and 
‘will- waive all claims to prospective 
_ profits which he might have made had 
the uncompleted portion of his contract 


been performed he will be paid: 


“(A) For raw materials, component 
parts, and work in process on hand in 
an amount not to exceed the require- 
ments of the uncompleted portion of 
the contract, the cost thereof plus ip- 


ward handling charges, plus overhe 


directly applicable. If this full pay- 
ment is made, title and possession of 


- the materials, parts, and work in proc- 
ess shall be transferred to the United 
States. If by agreement the contractor 
retains title to any of this material, 
parts, or work in process the agreed 
value thereof shall be deducted from 
the amount otherwise payable. 


As to Borrowed Capital. 


“(B) A remuneration or reward nat- ) 


urally fixed at (1) interest at the rate 
of 6 per cent per annum on money in- 
vested in raw materials and component 
parts, or, if the money was borrowed, 
then interest actually paid, and (2) 10 
per cent profit on work in process. 

“(C) An amount equal to all money 
which the contractor is compelled to 
expend to terminate and discharge un- 
performed subcontracts or commit- 
ments properly made for the purpose 
of performing the uncompleted portion 
of the contract. 

“(D) Such amounts as are necessa- 
rily spent in connection with the care 
and custody of property involved from 
the date that the contractor has sus- 
_ pended production down to the time of 

settlement. 

Especial Machinery. — 

“(E) On account of facilities, machin- 
ery, and equipment acquired for the 
' purpose of performing the contract 
and the cost of which would’ have been 
recouped had the contract been per 
- formed—an amount which shall be 


computed as follows: From the cost, 


deduct the present value, and of the 
balance take the same proportion that 
the uncompleted part of the contrack 
bears to the whole, 

“(F) Any other special item of ex- 
penditure which in the opinion of the 
secretary of war or any duly author- 
ized officer, is proper.”

“HARDENING OFF” WINDOW 
BOX SEEDLINGS. 


The principle is identical with that 
of the hotbed plant hardening, the 
‘window here being considered as the 
hotbed sash there. 

The pane of coated glass or the sheet 
of dampened muslin (whichever was 
‘used) is entirely removed at the first 
sign of the young seedlings at the sur- 
face.

MORE ABOU T POLLUTION. 


HE first, problem in. restocking any 

stream is the elimination of pol-| 
lution. No amount of pianting of } 
fry or fingerlings will make good 
fishing if the water is unsuitable for 
the healthy growth of young fishes or 
if the spawning beds are polluted with | 
filth or chemicals. 

New York state is going after the. 
pollution problem in the right way. 
All last summer they had Dr. Ward. 
of the University of Llinols biological | 
of their ams. In a report on his 
findings read before the American Fish- 
eries society he covers the subject ina 
thorough way, bringing up several 
points that are usually overlooked. 


* * 


Chief of these is the fact that the 
presence of fish in a stream is not an 
indication that the stream is not being 
polluted and that adult fish need not 
be killed outright to demonstrate that 
pollution is taking place. He directs at- 
tention to the fact that pollution may 


plankton, on which all young fishes de- 
pend for growth and nourishment, and 
that when this occurs the planting of | 
fry is pouring money down a rat hole. 

Almost every state has laws against 
pollution of public waters, but they are 
seldom enforced. The tendency always 
has been to give those who pollute our 
waters the benefit of the doubt. 


Even where it cannot be demonstrat- 
ed that.the waste matter thrown into 
our waters is harmful it should not be 
permitted. Says Dr. Ward: “A stream 
which has been visited with an acid 
bath'or scoured with a strong alkali 
takes many months, if not years, for 
its recovery. A famous biologist who 
has studied carefully the waters of 
western _Pennsylvania says that those 
streams. where washings of coal have 
passed down them are real deserts, bar- 
ren of all kinds of life, and is inclined 
to the view that it will take centuries 
for their repopulation.” 

All our streams would be in the same 
condition but for the fact that no one 
discovered a way to save money by 
dumping refuse into them. We are a 
wasteful, untidy people.
